Too Little — Too Late? 


Countering a Central of Georgia 
move to discontinue a_ passenger 
train, BRE and ORC&B crew mem- 
bers have offered to run through a 
division point to keep the train in 
operation. 

Union sources say the move 
would, in effect, trim present wage 
costs by $23,000 a year. 

But the railroad, which says it 
loses $49,000 a year on the opera- 
tion, has declined the offer. The 
road doesn't feel it can absorb the 
$26,000 loss that would remain. 

The train at issue is the “Flamin- 
go.” between Atlanta and Albany, 
Ga. the Public Service 
Commission will consider the rail- 
road's discontinuance petition May 1. 

Crews are now caanged at Viacon, 
Ga., roughly half-way on the 2!0- 
mile run.
